SEABUARD PLANS 


New Directors Will Come From 
tery State in Dixie 


Owners Declare That the Mak- 
ing of a New South Will Be 
Consummated by the Pur- 
chase—Plans to Interest the 
Farmers. 


New York, June 7.—(Special.)——The 


first larwe and concrete undertaking 
in the making of the new south has 
just been consummated in the ac- 
quisition of the Seaboard Air Line 
the most important industry of the 
South Atlantic states, by Mr. Davies 
Warfield, of Baltimore, and a syndi- 
cate of southern business men and 
New York bankers... The transfer of 
the majority stock of the property has 
just been made and now southern men 
or men possessed of a Keen desire to 
develop the south, have come into con- 
trol of the property. When the new 
board of directors is chosen this fall 
men of wealth and influence to repre- 
sent each of the Virginias. North and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Flarida and 
Alabama will find places on it. 

Purchase of this railroad was part 
of a larger idea of Mr. Warfield and 
progressive southerners who organized 
early thig year the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development Association at 
Baltimore. Eight governors eight 
railroad presidents, and some 40 vice 
presidents or other representatives of 
southern railways took part in the 
meeting. 

“For years we have been talking of 
the development of the south,” said 
Mr. Warfield this afternoon, “and I 
thought the time had come to do 
something. The passing of resolutions 
was all well enough in its way, bus 
we needed an organization to do prac- 
tical work. So we arranged for a bu- 
reau, with headquarters in Baltimore, 
to advertise the land and the oppor- 
tunities in the southern states. We 
want a clearing house of southern in- | 
dustry. 

“Of course, it must not be under- 
stood that the bureau will be an ad- 
junct of the Seaboard. It will be for 
the- development of the whole south, 
and the managers of other roads are 
as deeply interested as are we.

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VOLCANO’S RUMBLE 
HEARD IN ALASKA

Eruption Believed to Have 
Been Most Violent in the 
Section’s History. 


Cordova, Alaska, June 7.—Volcanic 
ash is falling thickly over this city, 
showing that the heavy detonation 
heard in the mountains all last night 


was the néise of a volcanic eruption. |

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The time between the noise and the) 


fall of the ashes here wads so short 
that it is believed the volcano is the 
Redoubt, or the Iliamna mountain, in 
the Cook Inlet country. 

The cloudy effect throughout this 
section of Alaska was unusual all day. 

The loud noises were first heard last 
night at 7 o’clock and continued with- 
out interruption until aft@® 2 o'clock 
this morning. The blasts were heavy 
and in quick succession. 

Because of the distance the ash must 
have traveled in the air, the eruption 
is believed to have been one of the 
most violent in the history of Alaskan 
Volcanoes. 


Seattle, Wash., June 7.—There are a 
great many extinct and jsmoking vol- 
canoes in the mountaing of southwest- 
ern Alaska and geologists say the 
eruption reported at Cordova may be 
that of an old volcano suddenly be- 
coming active or possibly a new one. 

President Henry Lindes, of the de- 
partment of geology at the University 
of Washington, said tht fact that the 
detonationg were heard so plainly at 
Cordova would indicate that the vol- 
cano was not a great distance away, 
possibly on Kenai peninsula. 

The seismograph at the University 
of Washington recorded four slight 
earthquake shocks between 2:41 yes- 
ga afternoon and 10:25 this morn- 
ng.

COMMERCE COURT 
MUST STEP DOWK 


Cannot Reverse Commission 
Ruling, Says Supreme Court 


Washington, June 7.—Blow after 
blow was given the new commerce 
court today by the supreme court of 
the United States, which upheld the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the interstate 
commerce commission over the admin- 
istrative machinery of the federal rate 
laws 

The principal decision was 4an- 
nounced by Chief Justice White in the 
so-called “Proctor and Gamble case.” 
He was sustained by the entire court, 
In substance he held that the com- 
merce court was not to substitute its 
judgment for the interstate commerce 
commission in the administration of 
the rate laws. The specific point ruled 
upon was that parties who failed to 
get relief before the interstate com- 
merce commission have no right to 
go into the commerce court and have 
that court pass upon the facts to as- 
certain if they should have been grant- 
ed relief. 

No New Powers Given. 

In the course of his opinion, Chief 
Justice White, however, went further. 
He showed that the commerce court 
was not given “new and strange’ pow- 
ers, but succeeded to the powers of 
the circuit courte, in existence when 
the commerce court was created, and 
that the commerce court was limited 
in reviewing the commission's orders 
to questions of law. In cases yet to 
be passed upon it is contended that 
the commerce court went out of the 
domain of law and gave its judgment 
on pure questions of fact, 

Chief Justice White stated the ques- 
tion for decision to be whether the an- 
thority of the commerce court was 
confined to enforcing and restraining, 
as the case might be, affirmative or- 
ders of the commission or whether it 
had the power to exert its own judg- 
ment by original interpretation of the 
administrative features of the act to 
regulate commerce, and upon that as- 
sumption to treat a refusal of the 
commission to grant relief as an af-

F.. Stone, sergeant-at-arms of the re- 
publican national convention, tonight 
appealed to Mayor Harrison for pro- 
tection at tomorrow's session of the 
national committee, which its conduct- 
ing contest hearings at the Coliseum. 

Colonel Stone's action, he said, was 
prompted by reports that certain

Other members of the committee, 
including Colonel Harry 8S. New, of 
Indiana; Senator W. Murray Crane, of 
Massachusetts; Senator Newell San- 
ders, of Tennessee, and others, said 
that they had heard the reports of 
a planned Roosevelt demonstration at 
the committee room during the hear- 
ings. 

“There will be no ‘rough house,’” 
said Colonel Stone, “in the committee; 
neither will there be any demonstra- 
tion permitted. on the outside of the 
Coliseum. Drastic measures will be 
adopted if anything of the kind is. at- 
tempted. [I have asked the Chicago 
city authorities for police protection 
at the committee's hearings.’”’ 

Colonel Ne said he had heard re- 
ports of possible pending trouble, but 
was loath to believe them. 

“Report Incredible.” 

“Such a report as this,” said Colo- 
nel New, “seems to me incredible. Cer- 
tanily no one is foolish enough to be- 
HMeve anything can be gained for a 
cause by the adoption of such meth- 
ods. And surely no one who knows 
the members of the national] commit- 
tee ils going to believe that they can 
be bluffed or terrorized by any mob 
or set of thugs that can be mustered. 

"Mind you, I don’t believe that any- 
thing of the sort will be attempted, as 
surely someone in the crowd has in- 
tellect enough to head anything of the 
sort if any misguided individual should 
attempt it.

Depuly Shoots Self After Try- 
ing to Kill Speaker, 


Budapest, Hungary, June 7.—Count 
Tissea, president of the lower house, 
had a very narrow escape from assas- 
sination in the diet this morning. He 
was fired upon three times by Deputy 
Julius Kovacs, who then shot himself, 
probably fatally. 

Count Tissea was unscathed. Ko- 
vacs was one of the most militant 
members of the opposition, and was 
among those who were ejected from 
the chamber Wedneaday because of 
disorderly conduct. He wag suspend- 
ed for several sittings, but this. morn- 
ing when the chamber reconvened he 
managed to get into the press gallery. 
Soon after the proceedings opened 
Kovacs moved to the front of the gal- 
lery, and, shouting, “There are. still 
opposition members in the chamber,” 
drew a revolver and emptied three 
chambers in the direction of the presi- 
dent. Then he put two bullets inte 
‘this own body. .

Chicago, June 7.—Twenty-four dele- 
fates from Alabama and Arkansas 
were added today tv the Taft column 
by the action of the republican na- 
tlonal committee on the so-called 
Roosevelt contests fro mthose states. 
All contests presented before the com- 
mittee today were decided in Taft's 
faver, and in all but two the decision 
of the committee was unanimous, One 
roll call test, apparently, had shown 
fifteen anti-Taft votes. 

The cases decided today were those 
of the six delegates-at-large and the 
two each in the first, second, fifth, 
sixth and ninth congressional districts 
in Alabama,andthefour delezatcs-at- 
large, and the two each in the first and 
second districts of Arkansas. 

There remain to be heard of the Ar- 
kansas contests, those in the third, 
fourth, fifth and seventh districts. 

Arizona Postponed. 

The contest over the six delegates- 
at-large from Arizona was postponed 
until a later day, on motion of Com- 
mitteeman Penrose, of Pennsylvania. 

In view of the bitter feeling between 
the Taft and Roosevelt adherents, the 
meeting was surprisingly peaceful, al- 
though it opened with a contest whick 
seemed to forecast a degree of friction 
This, however, failed to materialize. 
The opening contest arose over a re- 
newal by Senator Borah of Idaho of 
his motion-of yesterday which would 
permit only eight members of the com- 
mittee to demand a roll cal] instead 
twenty, as provided by the existing 
rules.

“Under the exigencies of the situa- 
tion arising out of the failure of the 
Cuban authorities to take effective ac- 
tion for the protection of American 
life and property, the «,-mmandant at 
Guantanamo naval station has been 
compelled to land four companies of 
marines, This action has been taken 
as a measure of protection only, and 
not for the purpose of putting down 
the insurrection, which is clear’: the 
duty of Cuba. Four large war vessels 
will forthwith be sent from Key West 
to Guantanamo to be in readiness in 
case the situation should unfortunate- 
ly demand additional forces for the 
same purpose. It is hoped that these 
meastires will at once awaken the Cu- 
ban government to the necessity of 
promptly and adequately meeting and 
discharging its duties and responsibil- 
ities, and you will vigorously impress 
upon the president of Cuba that a con. 
tinued failure on the part of his gov- 
ernment adequately to protect life and 
property will inevitably compel this 
government to intervene in Cuba under 
and in response to its treaty rights ana 
obligations.” 

The issue of a proclamation by Pres- 
ident Taft is all now necessary to meet 
the legal requirements preliminary to 
intervention. Whether and when this 
last step shall be taken depends upon 
the ability of the Cuban government 
to deal with the insurrection. That 
government will be given a fair chance.

Publication by the afternoon papers 
of dispatches stating that the American 
War department might send an expedi- 
tion of 5,000 troops to the province of 
Oriente created ‘a profound popular 
sensation, the general impression be- 
ing that such a movement was indica- 
tive of active intervention. President 
Gomez tonight declined to comment on 
this phase of the situation on the 
ground that he had not yet received 
official notification of the intention of 
the United States to send troops to 
Cuba, 

Still Withoug News. 

The government stil] is without news 
from the zone of hostilities in Oriente 
beyond reports of trifling skirmishes. 
Torrential raing are making the move- 
ment of troops impossible and greatly 
impeding telegraphic communication. 
It is rumored that General Monteagudo, 
commander-in-chief of the government 
forces in Oriente, is disgusted with the 
futility of his attempts to ferce. the 
insurgents to accept combat and in- 
tends to resign. 

The presence of American forces in 
the vicinity of Guantanamo apparent- 
ly has had no deterrent effect on the 
activities of the insurgents who last 
night attacked and burned a village 
eight miles from Gtantanamo.

Cavalry 
dispersed these raiders and tonight all 
is reported quiet throughout the prov- 
ince. - 
Citizens Arming Rapidly. 

The citizens of Havana continue 
arming rapidly. The government yes- 
terday issued 1,500 permits to bear 
arms. 

The police are daily arresting per- 
sons suspected of having connection 
with the uprising. The most prominent 
of those yet taken into custody Is 
General Juan Ducassi, a negro leader 
who fought during the revolution. 

President Gomes tonight issued a 
proclamation condemning the tendency 
of the press to print false or sensa- 
tional news, inveighing against racial! 
antagonism and appealing to all citi- 
zens, black or white, to rally to the 
support of the government. 

BAND OF ARMED NEGROES 
ATTACKS SUGAR MILLS 

Havana, June 7.—A body of negroes 
armed with rifles attacked the Toledo 
sugar mill at Marianas, a suburb of 
Havana, at 2 o'clock this morning, 
evidently with the intention of Yurn- 
ing it. They were held at bay by pri- 
vate armed guards, but the firing con- 
tinued until a troop of cavalry sum- 
moned by telephone from Camp Co- 
lumbia appeared, when the insurgents 
vanished.

OF ALL SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Washington, June 7.—Every child in 
the elementary schools in the United 
States would be card-catalogued and a 
running history of his entire school ca- 
reer in the grades kept permanently on 
file, under a plan formulated by investi- 
gators whose reports have just been 
issued by the United States bureau of 
education. The plan has the approval 
of the national education association 
and some 300 cities already have begun 
to keep the cards. Eventually, it is 
anticipated, about 6,000,000 pupils thus 
will be tabulated.

Of constructive importance to the south no less than to the 
Seaboard Air Line railway is the reorganization of that system 
with S. Davies Warfield as its executive head.

Mr. Warfield is himself in thorough and sympathetic 
touch with southern conditions—industrial, agricultural, commer- 
cial and economic. No selection more ideal could have been made 
of a chief to direct the destinies of the company in its entrance upon 
a new and greater era. 

Indicative of the policy of the new management is the state- 
ment that work will forthwith begin looking to such improvements 
as will place the line upon an ideal and up-to-date basis, Such as- 
surance of efficiency is among the first essentials. It is obvious 
that, sooner or later, the entire main line from Richmond to Bir- 
mingham will have to be double-tracked. Already twin tracks run 
between Richmond and Washington. The Southern Railway is al- 
ready doing this and its right-of-way from Washington to Atlanta 
will before many years be supplied with duplicate tracks. There is 
plenty of business in the south for both of these carriers, and the 
demand upon each will grow in geometrical ratio with the devel- 
cpment of the enormously rich section they traverse. It is self- 
evident that the road offering the superior trackage and equipment 
facilities will get the bulk, not only of the present, but of the larger 
patronage in the future. 

Mr. Warfield has shown convincing evidence of realizing these 
conditions in the announced program of building for tomorrow no 
less than for today. No man in the railroad world is better equip- 
ped than he to prepare this splendid property for its full possibili- 
ties. The south, as well as the Seaboard, gains in his selection. 
And it may be said, in passing, that the Seaboard and the South- 
ern policies of looking ahead must, in justice to the south, become 
the fixed philosophy of every carrier operating in this territory.

“ATLANTA SPIRIT” AND THE PRESS. 


Three events of the past ten days illustrate with a singular in- 
tensity one of the forces that has been conspicuous in the making of 
Atlanta and, necessarily, the “Atlanta spirit.” It is the close co-op- 
eration of the local press upon non-partisan civic issues to which 
we refer. 

When delay, bickering and incompetency threatened the build- 
ing of a proper garbage disposal plant, the Atlanta dailies forthwith 
forgot political differences and hammered as a unit for action, and 
quick action. 

When The Constitution exposed the scandal relative to the bond 
issue schools, the other papers were not for a moment influenced by 
motives of mean jealousy, but at once joined with us in the declara- 
tion that there must be proper restitution, and safeguards against a 
recurrence of “shoddy” construction. 

When the question of Sunday bathing privileges at Piedmont 
Park lake developed, and became emphasized by the two tragedies 
in quick succession, the newspapefs were again found shoulder to 
shoulder battling for the common welfare, regardless as to which one 
should obtain particular credit for achievement. 

These are merely éxamples, but occurring in such rapid se- 
quence they point a remarkable lesson. It is doubtful if any other 
American city, of whatever size or wherever located, could offer 
the same spectacle. 

This attitude of unanimity on part of the press is simply a re- 
flection of the spirit that has always actuated the people of Atlanta 
and that accounts for the prestige this city now enjoys throughout 
the country.

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ATLANTA LOSES

Court Will Stand.

Washington, June i.—(Special.)— 
The United States commerce court to- 
day decided the Atlanta-Nashville 
grain reshipping case, annulling the 
order of the interstate commerce com- 
mission heretofore issued which re- 
quired that the reshipping privilege be 
taken from Nashville unless extended 
also to Atlanta points 
Georgia.

The court hejd that the privilege 
had been given to Nashville on ac- 
count of the sharp competition on the 
part of Cumberland river at Nashville 
and on that account alone. 

The court states that the river still 
exists, that Nashville is still on the 
river and that the situation potentially 
is still the same as when created in 
1872. 

On the other hand the court notes 
that none of the complaining Georgia 
cities are on any navigable stream 
connecting them with the MissIissippi, 
Ohio or Cumberland rivers. 

It is expected here that Atlanta and 
other cities in Georgia which ap- 
peared as complainants in the original 
petition filed before the _ Interstate 
commerce commission, will probably 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court, as will also the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Judged by the fate of the commerce 
court's decisions in the supreme court 
the grain decision will not stand the 
ghost of a show. 

The United States commerce court 
today also denied the case of the 
chamber of commerce of Augusta 
against the United States and the 
interstate commerce commission, af- 
firming the commission in this in- 
stance. This was a suit asking repara- 
tion on shipments of coal from Coal 
Creek, Tenn., to Augusta, in October, 
1907. The interstate commerce com- 
mission dismissed the petition of Au- 
gusta, which had claimed that a rate 
of $2.10 per ton was unjust and un- 
reasonable for this haul and subjected 
the manufacturers of Georgia to un- 
due prejudice as compared with other 
points.

Washington, June 7.—Senator Kern, 
of Indiana, spoke for three hours to- 
day in support of the resolution un- 
seating Senator Lorimer, of Illinois,

Mr. Kern declared that many mem- 


bers of the Illinols legislature, includ- | 


ing Senator Holstlaw and Charles A. 
White, had received large sums about 
the time that money in the interest of 
Lorimer is alleged to have been used. 

He also declared it suspicious that so 
many members of the legislature hired 
safety deposit boxes soon after the 
Lorimer election. 

Senator Kern contended that Charles 
A. White, the democratic member of 
the house whose confession was the 
basis of the double Lorimer inquiry, 
was not as black as he had been pic- 
tured. 

Mr. Kern undertook to show White's 
connection with Lorimer and Browne, 
declaring it appeared that Browne had 
promised White a federal place,’ and 
had actually obtained a place in Cook 
county for him through Lorimer. 

“Would you have the senate under- 
stand that a senator’s effort to obtain 
a position for a member of the legisla- 
ture who had voted for him is an evi- 
dence of corruption?” asked the ac- 
cused senator.

MUST STEP DOWN

firmative order and accordingl 
upon its correctness. 

Both from the words of the act cre- 
ating the commerce court and from 
the general scheme of rate regulation, 
the chief justice said it was to be 
seen that the commerce court had no 
such broad powers as it claimed, 

Part of Existing System. 

“It can not be disputed,” said Chief 
Justice White, “that the act creating 
the commerce court was intended to 
be but a part of an existing system 
for the regulation of interstate com- 
merce, and that the making of it a 
part of that system was not intended 
to destroy the existing machinery or 
method of regulation, but to cause it 
to be more efficient by providing a 
more harmonious meang for securing 
the judicial enforcement of the act to 
regulate commerce.” 

Chief Justice White declared that 
congress had created the _ Interstate 
commerce commission as a quasi judi- 
cial body to enforce the laws in order 
that there might be unity of regulation 
and that from 1887 to 1910 it had not 
been even seriously asserted that, as 
to subjects which in their nature were 
administrative, power lay in the courts 
to exercise original jurisdiction or to 
enforce their conceptions .as to the 
meaning of the act by dealing directly 
with fhe subject, irrespective of any 
prior affirmative action by the com- 
mission.

Duty of Courts. 

Originally, he said, the courts felt a 
duty to pass on both questions of law 
and of fact, but by 1910 it had come 
to pass that in considering orders of 
the commission, the courts were limit- 
ed to determining whether the orders 
of the commission violated the consti- 
tution, conformed to statutory author- 
ity, or whether power had been so arbi- 
trarily exercised by the commission as 
virtually to transcend the authority 
conferred, although it might not 
technically be doing so. It was this 
jurisdiction, he said, the commerce 
court had inherited. To adopt the 
view of the commerce court as to its 
jurisdiction, Chief Justice White said, 
would be to overthrow the system of 
rate regulation adopted by congress. 

Senator Poindextér today introduced 
a resolution to discharge the commit- 
tee on commerce from further con- 
sideration of the bill to abolish the 
commerce court, in order to bring the 
measure before the senate for a vote. 
No action on.the resolution was taken.

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KNIGHTS ATTEND UNVEILING 
OF MEMORIAL TO COLUMBUS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, June 7.—(Special.)— 
Thousands of Knights of Columbus 
swept into Washington today on spe- 
cial trains from every part of the 
country to take part in the unveiling 
exercises on tomorrow when the im- 
;osing memorial to Christopher Co- 
lumbus will be given to the public. 

Washington is decorated as though 
for an inauguration and the exercises 
Surpass in elaborateness anything 
seen in Washington since the inaugu- 
ration of Mr. Taft. Flags are flying and 
banners everywhere bid welcome to 
the Knights of Columbus. Pictures of 
the Genoese mariner and the emblems 
of the Knights, who claim the great 
discoverer as patron saint of their 
order, are displayed throughout the 
shopping district. 

The exercises began tonigh; with a 
parade, in which 500 decorated auto- 
mobiles and floats took part. Tomor- 
row afternoon a parade in which 20,000 
men will be in line will precede the 
unveiling of the statue. 

The Columbus monument, the work 
of Laredo Taft, and for which congress 
appropriated $100,000, is a combination 
of three ideas, a fountain, a statue, 
an da memorial. 

President Taft and his cabinet, dip- 
lomats, Members of the supreme court, 
officers of the army and navy, be- 
sides Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop 
Busoni, personal representative of the 
pope, and countless other dignitaries 
of the Roman Catholic church, will at- 
tend the unveiling. P. C. Knox, secre- 
tary of state, will preside. The invo- 
cation will be by Mgr. Thomas Shehan. 
rector of the Catholic University of 
America. The initial address will be 
delivered by Chief Justice Victor J. 
Dowling, of the supreme court of New 
York state. Marquis Cusani Confa- 
lonieri, the Italian ambassador, will 
unveil the statue to the distinguished 
Italian geographer who blazed the way 
to this continent. Simultaneously with 
the unveiling an artillery salute of 
twenty-one guns will be fired, 

President Taft will then address the 
assemblage, followed by James T. Me- 
Cleray, former representative from 
Minnesota, who was chairman of the 
house c>»mmittee on the library when 
the Columbus memorial bill passed 
congress, 

Following the exercises at the statue 
President Taft will review the mon- 
ster pageant. About 15,000 troops in- 
terspersed with bluejackets, marines 
and midshipmen from the naval acad- 
emy, will be in line. 

The next section of the parade will 
be made up of Knights of Columbus, 
with their supreme knight, James A. 
Flaherty, of Philadelphia. at their 
head. The order has about 300,000 
members in this country, while those 
in Mexico, Cuba, Canada and the Phil- 
ippines have taken a great interest in 
the memorial. 

Parks will be illumniated tomorrow 
night by fireworks and other scenic 
displays, and a large public banquet 
will be held in the evening, when

New York, June 7.—A renewal of 
yesterday's buying moyement caused 
an advance in the cotton market to- 
day, but prices reacted later and closed 
barely steady, net 2 points higher to 
2 lower. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 3 points on July, which was infiu- 
enced by disappointing cables, Dut gen- 
erally unchanged to 2 points higher, 
and sold about 7 to 9 points net higher 
Guring the early trading, on big over- 
night buying orders. Wall street and 
southern shorts were supposed to fur- 
nish the bulk of this demand, while 
there was a demand for July from 
some of the leading spot interests. 
The buying, however, slackened at the 
early advance, which represented an 
improvement of $2 per bale from the 
low prices of last Monday, and the 
market developed a tendency [to ease 
off, under realizing of local selling for 
aturn. Aggressive offerings were re- 
stricted by talk of too much rain in 
the eastern belt, and a few complaints 
of grassy fields or a sappy plant and 
trading, which had been very active at 
the start, became comparatively quiet 
during the middle of the day. 

There was another little flurry just 
before the close,. owing to increased 
local pressure or more active realizing, 
and las; prices were at practically the 
lowest of the day. Continued reports 
of a more active spot demand and 
firmness in the southern spot markets 
probably helped the early advance, in 
connection with the trade buying of 
the near months. Houses with Euro- 
pean connections were sellers here 
during the morning, and it was ru- 
mored that some of the larger longs 
reduced their lines on the early ad- 
vance.

New York, June 7.—Stocks were gSOV- 
erned, to a very considerable extent, 
by the foreign situation.

nent of universal suffrage and on this 
issue his election was contested with 
a bitterness that culminated in viv- 
lence in the chamber and bloodshed in 
the streets.

That same night the socialist unlon 
proclaimed a strike.

The men voted to return to work 
May 25, and the demonstrations shift- 
ed from the streets to the diet. 
Oovposition by noisy tactics prevented 
the passage of legislation, and tho 
deadlock was unbroken until last 
Tuesday, when President Tissea forced 
through the government’s defense bilis 
in the midst of a tumult. The next 
day, when priceedines again were ‘n- 
terrupted by the use of noise-making 
' @Gevices, the police expelled thirty 
members of the opposition. 

Later three, with other obstruction- 
ists, were suspended for from fifteer, 
to twenty-five sittings, 

Throughout Count Tisza had remain- 
ed seated, and after the wounded Ko- 
vacs Wags removed he invited the house 
to “express your sympathy for the sad 
fate that has befallen this madman,” 
The three shots fired at the president 
of the chamber buried themselves in 
his desk. 

It appears that Kovacg while on his 
way to the parliament building said 
to friends that if he succeeded in get- 
ting inside the chamber he would not 
leave it alive.

Both Banks Closed. 


The Oriental then discontinued clear- 
ing for the Brooklyn banks, as the re- 
suit of which both soon closed, it was 
testified. President Jones was then 
taken ill with pneumonia, and a report 
became current that he was to be in- 
dicted in connection with the investi- 
gation of the Brooklyn banks, and was 
Shamming illness, the day's testimony 
‘ran.

COINAGE OF GOLD MONEY 
RESUMED BY GOVERNMENT 


June 7.—The constant 
popular demand for new glistening 
coins hae caused the United States 
government to resume the coinage of 
gold, although the proportion of bul- 
lion which the treasury is authorized 
to hold in its vaults hae not yet been 
reached. 

Director of the Mint Roberts said to- 
day that the government should al- 
ways be in pcsition to meet panic 
conditions with ample margin to re- 
ceive all the gold bullion offered for 
immediate exchange for coin. The 
stock of gold in the reserve and trust 
funds of the government amounts to 
about $1,184,000,000 in coin and bul- 
lion. One-third of this amount, or 
nearly $396,000,000, according to a law 
passed by congress last year may be 
held in bullion. Only $201,000,000 is 
now in bullion.
